SUBJECT: Special Interrogation Report on' Viferner GOETTSCSH 



% CONTACTS IN VIENEAi 

GOETTSCH'a first "ideological.'’ contact in VIMNA was that v/ith Etr, 

BOBPLER, beginning at the end of 1943j his second vreis with the SPiiNN-’ 

HEINRICH Group, which stemmed from the Kameradschaftsbiand of 
Sudetenlanders ; the third was that with PdPEK and through him (invisibly) 
with the Social Democrats, This last is the one that GOETTSOH appears most 
intrigued vrf.th; ho recited again his’ meeting' Virith POPEK asad Ursula HEGSCHEIDT, 
the story of Ursula and her frequent imprisonments and escapes* 

POPEK was far to the Left" himself, and had ideas of a Social Democratic 
uprising of behalf of the Russians, but was about equally willing to 
cooperate with the Yfe stern Powers* ^ 

2. CaNT^xCT WITH THE .SOGIi'Jj' DBiOCRiiTS ; 

GOETTSGH maintains that his only real contact vd-th the Social Democrats 
was this one. He Icnows Ministerialrat Ri’uTB, the present Minister of Labour ir 
AUSTRIA, but apparently had no active contact with him. He learned only a 
little about Socialist plans from POPEK. HOETTL requested that a Socialist be 
cent to SWITZEEL/iND, evidently as evidence of good faith to the fmer loans, 
but POPEK vra.s at BRUENN, keeping away from the Stapo, and it was too late to 
send anybody* 

GOETTSOH says that he arranged -with POPEK, in Eebruary or March, to 
postpone an intended Socialist uprising for at least three weeks, pending 
some definite answer to the overtures in SWITZERL/UD, 

' 3« OTHER RESISTiJICE GROUPS:; 

GOETTSOH says he Icnows nothing of Q~5 or 0-5 (CQMMMT: HOETTL in 
a special interrogation said GOETTSOH had been in contact with Q-5, a Leftist 
resistance group in VIENNA) . 

GOETTSCH sayn that he discuased v/ith POPEK the iuistrian 
Preiheitsbewegmg, and that POPEK advised against contact withi it because of 
its 'disunity and its hea\y communist tinge. This discussion took place 
in the fall of 1944-J GOETTSCH made no further effort to approach this’ group* 

Some time after 20 July, GOETTSCH discussed with ;P0PEK and SPIjNN the 
possibility of assassinating HITLER. iJLl agreed that it would be necessary 
to have Wehrmacht support, ard it was felt that this could not be forthcoming 
•virithout a guarantee of support from the Western Powers, 

SPiiNN had some plan for a revolt in VIENNA also, but'took no active 
steps because of this lack of support from the West. 

4* CONTACT TOTH MUINER. ST/I'O HE/'J) IN VIENNA ; 

Once again GOETTSCH turned in a human interest story on even this 
unpromising subjectj his first contact with iilLDNER was in •1944>'on POPEK' s 
behalf, v/hen POPEK asked GOETTSCH to find out about a friend of his "viho had 
been arrested; the second v/as in regard to a Dr* WINTERSBERGER, who 'V?as 
about to be "declared a Jew" despite evidence to the contrary , and on whose 
well-being SPilW and HEINRIOH depended strongly, GOETTSCH gave MILDNER 
false inforraation, that WINTERSBERGER .'was working for "V^'E in SLOViiKl/*, and 
thus saved him*

SPixNN arxd I-IEINRiai had urged GOETTSOH to get in touch' v/ith' MILDNER, and 
GOETTSCPI liad talked ’,ri1-,h hi;i in the winter, but felt he could not trust hin. 

He recalls that lULIHEil sliov/ed hiia a dossier on the coonents of an agent about 
a vaeeting \7ith.some one in the Austrian Ereiheit3tewergung4 MILDNEE knew 
nothing about the plans of GOETTSOH, ' (OOMf/IEKfT: HOETTTj states that MILENER 

was ; intentionally Qisinfomed about the contacts of the GOETTSCH-HOETTL Group, 
by the claim that they were engaged in penetrating a resistance movement,')

Late in i943> GOETTSObl got KlLTEfJBEUNNER' s approval of, his effort to contact 
"ide;olbgica.l lOpponents", but he insists that K/ JjTENBRUHNER had no inlcling of 
his;, real- purpose', ■'■Not till the 'four %7eeks"- before his artest did GOETTSOH 
discuss openly.;, with lO'JiTEISniEIJNNER his intentions. He had some onto the 
, .idebiogic'al... -interests during his long sicloiess before 1943> a-nd felt that 
some -points,' of ocntact must be mde with the Wes'tern Povrers in this respect — 
Eceenasonry and' the churches he thought 'were the most promising, and- hence he 
T,-brked'vd.t'h SPINN, EOPPLER and HEINRIOH in this direction* 

It was intended, that if 'any of the group should be arrested, they vrauld 
say that they were 'vrorking oh a project approved by K/'JjTEWBRUNNER*

'■ I'iUEHL^JviNN had been, active in urging GOETTSCII to try to v/in 
KLiLTEN^RUNliER over, and agreed on the importance of trying to win SKORZENY 
too. GOETTSCH does not seen to have indoctrinated SKORZENY, but he learned 
.that WiiNICK spoke, with SKORZENY later, end had the impression tha.t SKORZENY 
was favourable to their plans, 

VJhen- GOETTSCH learned that SKORZENY 's role in the reduit wm not be a 
key one, and that he had only a group of 3^4/000 loyal followers Tidth whora he 
wanted to retire into the mountains, GOETTSOH decided to try to get thic 
company as a palace guard in the event of trouble vdien the anticipated 
Austrian Provisional Government should be set up, and the Gauleiters fired,. 

GOETTSCH says that SKORZENY scpected to retire to the area of ST. 

JOHidW; he knov/s nothing about further contacts of SKORZENY T/ith the \TereTralf : 
(though he thinks he remerabers SKORZENY 's saving that he had some contact 
with a Ferewrolf chief in the Fest).» 

GOETTSCH asked about' using people from. VI E as couriers for SKORZENY *s 
troop, but SKORZENY ms unmlling to consider it, 

9, MEETING FITK IOJ.TENBRUNMER iJJD SKORZENY IN S/diZBURG ; 

In order to renew on a friendly basis tlie contact between Ki'dliTENBRUNNER 
and. SKORZENY, GOETTSCH arranged that they sould meet at SidiZBURG late in Kpril». 

His prupose was to assure hiimself of SKORZT^’s troopj. he says neither 
K/'iLTENBRURDNER nor SKORZENY knew .the real purpose. By that time, GOETSCH 
knew for certain tha.t there ms little lilcelihood of -real resistance in the 
reduit; and hence saw that the original reason for approaching . SKOMENY ms 
not valid. 

10, OBERLEUTN.JTT KIb’.USBERGER ; 

This man, a friend of SPudJN, cane to GOETTSCH about' 12 April, saying 
that he had 40 ~' 5 ® raen available on whom he could count if they were needed for 
any operation. (This was the man responsible for saving foirr British officer ’ 
see full Goettsch report), GOERRSCH viewed this as an opportunity to 
infiltrate his friends into the reduit, and from this occasion he- also thought 
of using SKORZEETY in the same v;ay., since KR4USBERBER was an old 
Brandenbvirg Division man, and GOETTSCH thoufht he might somehow serve also as. 
a Gontact to SKORZENY, ' 

KRiRJSBERGER he last sawr on the day of his’ arrest, when K* at the 
Hohen Tauern Pass, with the four British officers, 

11, MINDS FOR SKORZENY ilTD GOETTSCH ; 

SKORZENY had asked lOiLTENBRUNNER in vain for money .to support -his 
people. The nic tter was discussed again at the S/YLZBURG meeting , and 
KidiTENBRUNNER told SKORZENY to ask ttie VervTaltungsfuhrer i'mit I., who ms 
somewhere in Bavaria^ for money, GOETTSOH says he knows nothing further 
about funds for SKORZENY, He himself liad money with him in ALT AUSSEE 
•which he wanted to turn over, to'hiraself. 

12, lO'hTENBRUNNER' S VQLmOHT: ; 

GOETTSCH is sure that Ki'JjTENBRUNNER received full povref s for the 
South at the beginning of April, K/'iLTENBEUMER harkly made use of it; 
what was done, e,g, in discussing va-fch the generals ~ EENDHLIC, 

KESSEERING ■- was done at MUEHU-RiNN ' s request;’ and LRIEHIM/iNN was w/orking 
of GOETTSCH* s line, JIUEHIi'/L'JNN tried to. wrork on HOEER, who was friendly to 
the Group, -though not consciously involved in their plan, and 
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ILJLTENERUNITER had spoken *v/ith liOEER an£ ar..so with EIGEUBER of Oberdonau about 
nustrian plans » •• . ... 

GOSTTSGH re'uiarks that Ki;‘iLTENRRTJNNER had once been the hope of his Group 
as Foreign Minister ^ in the belief - that he would cone into line with the 
v^bstern Pov/'ersj but that a.s thilngs have turned out^ he doubts that 
liiiLTEl^RlfflNER \Yould have been able to handle the job,

GOETTSCH r»av K^iLTEINn3RUI'5NER nine or ten tiaes in April ♦ He knov/s that 
K*iLTENBRUNNER thought of retiring to the aoiAntains, v/ith his few imnediate ' 
follov/ers',^ after the establishment of a neV/ government. He is certain that 
KALTENBRUIWER had no thought pf resuming any sort of political '.activity or 
contacts j . that at best he hoped that a good word might be put in for

With regard to a reference in the final interrogation report o,h 
GOETTSOH to persons whav^ere suppooedly in his>bre intinate group 
(WMEGIi, HOETTL, PEEHL^iND, -'^EISGIKA , 

GOETTSOH nov/ claim's that- he was never rcail^ppen in disclosing his basic 
X^lans (re ideological reform) to any of them, .except to HOETTL, and then 
only recently, and only in part, ..^e- rest of the ' group he wanted to keep 
together because;., they represented' a unit krtowledge- of a -region, 

and he had in mind to offer, their services •• to- the Vjnerxoans. This subject 
he ■'^disoussed only at the end v/ith these persons (aside from HOETTL and 
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EiiNECX^' \7ho’ had earlier been informed of it)* ' ■ • 

&OETTSOH addiE that TdiNSCK never v/as told of the ideological baa is for 
GOElTSCH’o plans. FiEECK,' he . says , had in recent years clearly separated 
himself -from' -the LEvliLElI and ESBiP line* 

17 * PSCHIIOmi. MUEHCi/iM. NEUBACIiEE; 

.^PSOillK;^ director of electrical (?) plant in PEiiGUE, GOETTSOH met 
throu^ HOETTL about May^ 1944* PSOHUiHIK beoeaiae pretty thoroughtly 
indoctrinated GOETTSGH’c ideas, but he load no following bohiiid hin. 

PSC3HIKEIIC urged that ivIUEEII'/u'iNN be initiated, because he was close to 
K('J!jTEld3ET]I®IER and- G0EHIN&, and irUEfFlIijl'CI was gradually (and partially) . .i' . 
initiated. By the- end of 19^df^ MUEIlttl/iI'lN \vas convinced that , the ivar should 
be ended fin aocord'anoe with /-ustriah plans,' and he and. inSiBAOHER worked on 
K/jjTS)JBEltttNER vd.th this . in view, . ,

i8. KIETPTG AT S.^'iLZBUEG iEOUT /d?EIL - 3K0RZEHY : 

G0ETT3CK recalls that IQETEIffiEUNNER, SKCSSMi, WiEECK, EOETTSOH and 
mUEHIMAMW V7ere present at this meeting;' there was n .discussion of the fact 
that Imt VI was "hanging in the air", and G0ETT30H, who had previously been 
briefed by Y/MEOK, proposed to dissolve it. He does not loaow exactly what was 
done later, except that YVJTEGK was to .be the head of whatever remnants there 
were, • He says that he loiew .that STEDCLE and Were in the South at 

that tiie, and probably other figure's of i*mt VI;'' ’’WiilEOK ordered 'STEPCLE and 
P^TEPPGM to iET 4US3EE, 

SKOEZENY. asked for money timt . K^ETENBRITO^ promised hin earlier for 

the Ja^dverbaende , and K/JliTENBEUKNER told him to get if ' ffoni'som© one from 
irnit I (See Report 1> Para 11:),. ' . . ' 

'1. By this tiii-ie, GOETTSCH ha.d learned that there was little prospect of a 
reduit on theToriginal soale, . especially since' IITTLER was. no longer- intending 
•to withdraw into the mountains. He hoped to. find out -through SICOEZBIC whaf 
streng-fch the remaining resistance might have,; • He says that there v/as, 
however, no real disciission with SK0E3ENY about resistance plans at this meet- 
ing, He had already urged , EIiORZENI at LINZ to get control of the Werewolf, 
and had. been told by SKORZENT that he had no direct connection %vith the 
Werewolf. No agreement had been n-iade re SKOR23ENX* r.--'tryihg to get control,

SKORZENY had from the stait (presumably of GOETTSOH' a discussions vd.th 
him) -the idea of retiring to the motmtairis -with a. fe-w hundred men and 
ivai-ting, . 

Ki'ETENBRUNNER kne\r nothing of the-basio .reason for which HOETTL and 
GOETTSCH wanted .. to. win over the Werewolf j ' .he thouj^t -that it vra.s simply 
a. question of the operation of .the Jagdverbaende ahd’.-Were-vv-olf; and that the 
Werew'olf v/as to be gi-^cn additipnal support through EKOEZENt, '■ ■ .

19 » ^U^1P,GK told GOETTSCK that IG’JLTEKBHINNER had^ after another 
rAeetinp. vd.th m%OK and SKORZENY at /JjT hUBSEE, given orders that the Yferewolf 
should not onerate against the Western Powers* ht the IJJJI hUSSEE meeting, 
EECBETlff told W/JSfEGK that he agreed with stopping hostilities against the 
Western Powers.; 

20, J.CEETIMGS AT GivIlPIPiiaT ; 

GOETTSCH now remembers tliat two meetings v/ere held at GvIUNDEDT around 
2Q .,*pril. They v/ere f.rranged by MUEHLNiiWN, and were aiaed to bring together- 
groups to make concrete plans. NinJEi'-OHBjR was there, and urged that 
resistance be stopped* IGJ.TENBRUMER, PSCHIIOmC, GOETTSCH, W/JSTECK, YTOEH^ 
(WEUBhCHER' s secretary, who also worked an VI E under WiiNEOIi, and 'whoni 
GOETTSCK met for the first time then) were present. The attempt v/as made to 
convince K/iLTENBRIIMER to use his power to bring about a change in the 
Government. Tlaey also discussed the possibility of stoiping resistance agaiisit 
the Western Powers v/hile it continued against Russia, K/JjTENBRUNNER gave no 
assxaranoe that he vrould act to bring about a change of government. 

21;. . l/rEETPIG aT 3TRGBL /J^OUHD 28 iJPRTL t 

Here K/KiTENBRIJNKER, MUEHUVhlW, WiYNEGK, P3DHIKEIK, and GOETTSCH were 
again present, and in addition liOETTL and GL/ilSB-HORSTENjiU, This meeting 
had the purpose of bringing togethpr K/iLTENBRlINNER v/ith GOETTSCH* s circle. 

AYlETEOli and GOETTSCH arrived late, after MUEIiOLiNN and HOETTL had 
already spent a long time with K/JjTMBRUMNER. lO'JiTENBRUNWER had already agie ed 
to a iDrovisional Austrian Goverment; HOETTL v/as to try to get the approval 
of the T/estern Powers for it, and iJUEIIQvL'iNN was to make contact with 
potential members. GOETTSCH remembers ENDER as a possible member; he 
himself proposed OTHli’Jl SPiJM and Er, DOPPLER. GOETTSCH urged 
ILiLTMBRUNNEE to broadcast, ordering the end of redidtanae, but he refused. 

GOETTSCH feels that Ki'iLTINBRUIEOER would have had it in his power to 
prevent further action toward foundation of the reduit, but that, probably out 
of a false sense of loyalty to HITLER, he refused to take positive action. 

22. PL/JT3 TO SET UP SOHRiER SER\n:CE WITH SKORZENY 
GROUPS - ZEISGHKA 

^*bout ton people fr^ m VI B were at i*LT AUSSEE the end of ^ixpril and the 
beginning of May - GOETTSCH does not reveal their names - and .it occurred to 
him that one way to penetrate the activities of SKORZH<IY*s jjeople would be to 
place the ten men in SKORZEI^iY's company, if possible, as couriers; they v/ere 
largely competent mountaineers and so well qualified, 

GOETTSCH says that he had ZEISCHKzl discuos the possibility of acting, 
as couriers, wit* these people, from some time about 20th of April on; 

GOETTSCH explained to ZEISCHKi. something of the importance of being 
informed of the whereabouts of the SKORZENY groups. The penetration 
business v/as never actually carried out, nor were the men actually used as 
couriers, 

GOETTSCH clairAs that these men withdrew to a cabin near ijLT AUSSEE, 
and that VY/iNEOK reported their whereabouts to the ijnerioans. He does not 
know vihat becaiae of them* 

23* EICffl/UlET; 

In connection with this plan, EIGHiKiNN of imt IV appears. He 2fca<S 
come from PR/iGUB in April to his ho!ne'‘"(‘?')’ occurred to 
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GOETTSCH that he would be an ideal ;uen to penetrate SKOEZENI'n group ^ 
conociously or not, since SKOEZENY would certainly bo sure that he could 
count on EICH'ix'JMN ' s eagerness to keep out of ULlied hands. 

.Both GOETTSCH and ZEISGIEd. talked v/ith EICHvI/dEI about the courier plan, 
and they succeeded at least in keepnng hiiu at AD'SSEE. J.A the beginning of 
May, EiCHMtiNN retired v/ith the other intended coxiriers to their cabin, 

2ij.. SKOEZEl'IY luaew little or nothing of the Austrian plans, nothing 
about GOETTSCH* s idea of using his nen as a sort of palace guard in 
connection with establishing a nevr government, and nothing about ICEbtUSBERGEE. 

25. KH’JgSBERGER ' (Report No,. 1;, Para 10) 

GOETTSCH \?as sure he could couirb ori KE/i.USBERGER, and knew where to 
reach hiii in case of need, GOETTSCH would have Xilced to have ICRtiUSBERGER ' a 
people at ANS;5EE also for possible use as couriers, but vra.3 afraid that 
-SltORZIM' -would' notice theni, 

- No other groups were thought of as possible palace guards-.- . 

26. - K/'tLTENBRUNIffiRis lACK OF- KNOVifI.EDGE OF ■. SltORZENY > S PLANS '
